Verdict Given 17 Jury. 

The finding of the jury was as follows: 

We find that the deceased met deatr 
from prolonged immersion and exhaus 
tion in the sea, eight miles south- south 
west of Old Head of Kinsale, Friday, 
May 7, 1915, owing to the sinking of the 
Lusitania by torpedoes fired by a Ger. 
man submarine. 

We find that this appalling crime was 
committed contrary to international law 
and the conventions of all civilized na- 
tions. 

We also charge the officers of said 
submarine and the emperor and govern- 
ment of Germany, under whose orders 
they acted, with the crime of wholesale 
murder before the tribunal of the civilized 
world. 

We desire to express sincere condo- 
lences and sympathy with the relatives of 
the deceased, the Cunard company, and 
the United States, many of whose citizens 
perished in this murderous attack on an 
unarmed liner.“ 


Second Explosion Internal. 

Meanwhile the cause for the heavy loss 
of life, the absence of any naval escort 
for the theatened vessel, and the sudden- 
ness with which it sank afford room for 
much speculation. 

Capt. Turner, in declaring that one tor- 
pedo did all the damage, said the sec- 
ond explosion which the passengers heard 
was an internal one, and that the en- 
gines having been put out of commis- 
gion, it was impossible to stop the Lusi- 
tania and permit of the boats 2 7 low- 
ered properly. 

This idea of an internal enlaces is 
supported by uaval experts, who point out 
that if the torpedo had exploded on con- 
tact the steamer should have only been 
disabled or had one or two of its com- 
partments flooded. It is evident, how- 
ever, they say, that if the torpedo pene- 
trated the hull and the charge of 420 
pounds of explosive was detonated it 
would heve created an effect similar to 
the explosion of a magazine within « 


ship. 

There is little wonder, therefore, they 
say, that the Lusitania sank so rapidly 
or that so many persons were killed by 
the fumes of the explosion.

Justice the Same Everywhere. 

No doubt you have been disappointed 
in some of us. Some of us are disappoint- 
ing. No doubt you have found that jus- 
tice in the United States goes only with 
a pure heart and a right purpose as it 
does everywhere else in aig world. No 
doubt what you found here did not seem 
touched for you, after all, with the com- 
plete beauty of the ideal which you had 
conceived beforehand. 

But remember this, if you had grown 
at all poor in the ideal, you brought some 
of it with you. A man does not go out 
to seek the thing that is notin him. A 
man does not hope for the thing that he 
does not believe in, and if some of us 
have forgotten what America believed in, 
you, at any rate, imported in your own 
hearts a renewal of the belief. 

„I was born in America. You dreamed 
dreams of what America was to be, and 
I hope you brought the dreams with you. 
No man that does not see visions will 
ever realize any high hope or undertake 
any high enterprise. Just because you 
brought dreams with you, America is 
more likely to realize the dreams such as 
you brought. You are enriching us if you 
came expecting us to be better than we 
are. : 


“Nation Like a Family. 


See, my friends, what that means; it | 


means that Americans must have a con- 
sc.cusness different from the conscious- 
ness of every other nation in the world. 
Iam not saying this with even the slight- 
est thought of criticism of other nations. 

“You know how it is witha family. A 


family gets centered on itself if it is not | 


careful and is less interested in the neigh- 
bors than it is in its own members. Boa 
nation that is not constantly renewed out 
of new sources is apt to have the narrow- 
ress and prejudice of a family, whereas 
America must heve this consciousness, 
that on all sides it touches elbows and 
touches hearts with all the nations of 
mankind. 

“The example of America must be a 
specialexample. The example of America 
must be the example not merely of peace 
—

“So if you come into this great nation 
as you have come, voluntarily seeking 
something that we have to give, all that 
we have to give is this: We cannot exempt 
you from work. No man is exempt from 
work anywhere in the world. I some 
times think he ig fortunate if he has to 
work only with his hands and not with 
his head. * f 

It is easy to do what other people 
give you to do, but it is difficult to give 
other people things to do. We cannot 
exempt you from work; wecannot exempt 
you from the strife and the heartbreaking 
burden of the struggle of the day—that is 
common to mankind everywhere. We 
cannot exempt. you from the loads that 
you must carry—we can only make them 
light by the spirit in which they are car- 
ried. 


Spirit of Hope and Liberty. 

That is the spirit of hope, it is the 
spirit of liberty, it is the spirit of justice.

LAID IN GRAVES: 
AT QUEENSTOWN 
Maty — Americans 
Buried: Soldiers and Sail- 
ors Fire Salutes. 


QUEENSTOWN; May 11.—Reverently 
and mournfully Queenstown today paid 
the last honors of the natien to 140 bodies 
of the men, women, and children who lost 
their lives when the Lusitania was sunk 
by a German submarine. . 

With all business suspended and only 
the tolling of bells and the dirges of 
bands to break the stillness of a perfect 
day, the entire city, well nigh all south 
and east Ireland, their citizens, private 
qr official; their soldiers and their sail- 
ors, escorted the plain brown coffins over 
the hills to the Sailors’ cemetery in the 
valley just outside. 

But one had to know beforehand that 
those coffins were plain and brown, for 
today they were draped in flags and hid- 
den by masses of flowers, the gift of offi- 
clals and sorrowing private citizens. 


Sixty-four Not Identified. 

Of those buried today seventy-six 
bodies had been identified and sixty-four 
were unknown. Every effort had been 
made to learn who all had been in life, 


was met at the station, every one of the 
delegations which arrived from every 
corporation of the country was asked to 
help if they could, but there was no re- 
sult. . 

| The seventy-six will lie near the graves 
| of the French sailors who perished off the 
| Coast in a sea battle with the fleet of 
Napoleon. The others will share com- 
mon graves, the children together, except 
where mother and child were united in 
death; the women in another and the 
men in another. 


Find No More Victims. 

All last night municipal officials, repre- 
sentatives of the admiralty, the militery, 
and of the Cunard line exhausted every 
possible means to ascertain names for 
those dead and to discover if possible 
more bodies along the coast near the 
wreck. A storm and a rising sea, how- 
ever, made this work fruitless. 

United States Consul Frost had labored 
without sleep for many hours and, co- 
operating with the military attachés of 
Ambassador Page, never ceased to try 
and find more Americans living or find 
names for more American dead. He had 
a special corps of embalmers take care of 
the known Americans, and lest some 
might be overlooked he took twenty-five 
of the dead under his protection. 

They might not all be American citizens, 
but they either wore American made 
clothing or bore some other American 
mark, and it was conceded that the sister 
nation might claim them. Therefore 
these twenty-five coffins had thrown 
around them the American flag and 
shortly before noon today squads of Brit- 
ish tars collected them from the mortu- 
aries and carried them through the streets 
to the Cunard offices on the water front, 
where they remained until the last jour- 
ney began. 


Impressive Scene at Funeral. 

The scene was impressive as the biue- 
lackets appeared in the streets. The thor- 
dughfares were all crowded. But at the 
sight of the first flag draped coffin the 
multitudes stopped stil. In almost death- 
like silence the American dead were 
passed along. 

Not all of the American dead were in 
the procession, however. A dosen or more 
“odics are to return to the United States. 

The funeral services began at 10 o'clock 
this morning and were not completed 
until 3 this afternoon. Then at St. Cole- 
man's cathedral Bishop Brown of Cork 
celebrated a solemn requiem high mass 
in the presence of Admiral Coke, repre- 
senting the admiralty; Gen. Hill, the 
army; and official representatives of the 
eities and towns of the district. 

After the celebration of the mass the 
funeral processions began. A squad of 
police, an escort of bluejackets and of

When Cashier C. Fred O'Hara opened 
the bank's vault yesterday a compart- 
ment which had contained a $10,000 pack- 
age of $10 and $20 United States gold cer- 
tifleates was empty. O' Hara noted that 
Seaman had not arrived, but assumes 
that he was merely a little late in coming 
to work. 

Teller Fails to Appear. _ 

Half an hour passed, however, without. 
the teller’s putting in an apeparance. In- 
quiries were made and no one could be 
found who had seen him since the bank 
closed at noon Saturday. 

Then Seaman's bonding company in 
Chicago was notified, the Burns detective 
agency was directed to look for the fugi- 
tive, and the bank officials held a hurried - 
conference to make sure that the affair 
be kept quiet as long as possible. 

History repeats itself in curious fashion , 
in young Seaman's disappearance. The 
teller is a son of the late Louis N. Sea- .
